"I'm heartbroken," said Fred

It was the first time in the 54- 


year history of the circus that a 
strike had cut short the 30-week 
season. The company's 1,600 em- 
ployes struck last Wednesday after 
refusing to take a 25 per cent 
wage cut.

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WHY CAN'T WE HAVE PLENTY? 
It is with a shock that people read, in a 


WPA survey, that our present problems are 
likely to trouble us indefinitely, no matter 
what we do to alleviate them. 
After 


analyzing industrial unemployment, business 
trends, prices and wages, the conclusion is 
that no single program can eliminate the 
distress, but we shall need a permanent pro- 
gram of insurance, public work and public 
assistance. 


"Under such a program," says the report, 


"unemployment insurance could care for per- 
sons who lose their jobs for relatively short 
periods of time. Persons unemployed for pro- 
tracted 
periods 
would receive 
incomes 


through work programs. The most impor- 
tant fact is that unemployment relief can no 
longer be regarded as a temporary problem, 
to be treated on an emergency basis." 


If this is true, why is it? Certainly there 


is no lack of natural resources in America, 
no lack of scientific knowledge of how to turn 
them to human use, no lack of business abil- 
ity to direct the processes of production and 
distribution, no lack of efficient labor. The 
fault must lie in us, the people, ourselves. We 
must be hampered by some basic defects that 
keep us from functioning properly, from 
using our ability to master our natural and 
human resources and make life easier and 
better for all of us. 


And these defects must be moral. Perhaps 


our troubles come simply from being too 
selfish, short-sighted and unsociable to co- 
operate with each other in producing and dis- 
tributing goods and services as plentifully as 
we could. 
Maybe we're just not decent 


enough to make our system work.

satisfaction in this move. Japan will be 
mighty glad to see the American fleet leave 
the Pacific, except for a few cruisers and 
minor craft left in China and Hawaii and on 
our western coast.

BOGGED DOWN IN CHINA 


The yellow flood pours on through the in- 


terior of China, spreading and deepening. 
And this is no transient flood, such as we 
have in the valleys of the Ohio or Mississippi, 
destined to run off in a week or two. China 
is not so well adapted to drainage as our 
continent, and the weather conditions are dir- 
ferent. The rains are expected to continue 
all summer. 


So the invading Japanese are stopped 


again, this time by nature—with some stra- 
tegic help, no doubt, from the Chinese, in 
the way of cutting dikes where it will do 
them the most good by doing the invaders 
the most damage. It is a bitter sacrifice, in- 
volving the death of many thousand Chinese 
by drowning and starvation; but apparently 
the people, with their new patriotism, are 
ready to pay the price. There will be no dove 
flying over those turbid waters, as there was 
in the days of Noah. Instead, there are sev- 
eral score of new air bombers, modern and 
powerful, arrived from Russia, France and 
America, to harass the Japanese fleet which 
so far has dominated the air. And more wil 
come. 


The invaders are much annoyed by th 


flood. They vent their chagrin in accusations 
that the Chinese commanders are cruelly 
drowning hundreds of thousands of their own 
people, that General Chiang in letting loose 
the Yellow River has killed more Chinese 
than have been killed "accidentally" by the 
Japanese air bombers. Tokyo spokesmen say 
Japan is all the more determined now to 
crush Chiang "in order to save innocent Chi- 
nese."

those not operated upon will die, in i.ict most of 
them will lecover although, the alter results may 
mean years of misery.

they would sooner take chances with the appen- 
dicitis than have the patient undergo the shock 
of operation. 


However, in the great majority of cases, when 


the average, normal nealtliy individual is attacked 
by acute appendicitis, the

definitely that his chances for lite grow less ac- 
cording to the length ot the delay before opera- 
tion. 


Some interesting figures are furnished by JJr. 


L. Lazzarini, who records his observations of 10U 
cases of appendicitis operated on at the General 
Hospital, Milan.

Word Candlestick's Origin 


Traced to Riuhe*, Knot* 


The origin ot the word candle 


stick i* found in the long stick of 
wood to which was fattened a bun 
die ot rushes or a pine knot. This 
was carried from place to place as 
needed or spiked to the wall.

fragrance. In a letter written by 
Robert Beverly in 1705, he states 
that "nice people often put them 
out on purpose to have the incense 
of the expiring snuff." 


All the lighting devices In the 


American colonies for the first 200 
yeais were generally the work of 
individual workmen. 
They were 


made 'by blacksmiths, tinsmiths, 
pewterers, glass-blowers, carpen- 
ters or whatever the craftsman 
might oe. Each of these created 
nis own designs which were made 
for local distribution as necessity 
demanded and of which no two were 
exactly alike. 


Candlesticks were made in wood, 


iron, brass, pewter and later silver 
and glass. As the Colonies became 
more prosperous and tra»e with the 
mother country increased many 
beautiful examples in silver, glass, 
pottery such as delft, ana later in 
the Eighteenth century porcelains 
such as Chelsea were imported.
